I  am  now  writing  from  Pondicherry  : 
the  ruinous  ft  ate  of  this  once  fine  place^ 
(ills  my  mind  with  a  lort  of  pleating  me¬ 
lancholy  :  one  feels  a  kind  ttf  reverence 
and  pity  for  ruined  grandeur,  even  in 
things  inanimate  ;  a  finall  part  of  the  pa¬ 
lace  remains  ftandinp,  but  not  more 
than  two  houfes  in  the  whole  town,  and 
thofe,  as  well  as  the  noble  fortifications, 
in  a  tliattcred  condition. 

1  cafinot  help  figuring  to  myfclf  the 
fituation  of  its  inlubitants  during  the 
fiege,  their  property  deftroyed,  their 
houfes  laid  wafie,  widows  bewailing  the 
lofs  of  their  hiitbands,  and  mothers  for 
their  children ! 

But  they  had  this  confolation,  that, 
when  conquered,  they  fell  into  the 
liands  of  a  merciful  enemy  ;  the  Englifh, 
ever  merciful  as  brave,  never  ftiewed  it 
more  ‘ban  oti  this  occaficn.  Private 
property  was  as  much  as  poftibk*  fccu- 
red  the  French  families  were  received  at 
Madr.afs,  and  treated  with  the  greateft 
kindnefs. 

They  enjoyed  likewife  .another  privi¬ 
lege,  which  they  received  from  Heaven  ; 
t  mean  the  conftitulional  gayete  df  ccenr 
pccu’iar  to  the  French  nation,  by  which 
they  foon  fiirgot  their  lolTes  and  their 


from  them  the  whole  country  which  they 
inhabited  obtained  the  name  of  Htndof- 
tan, the  Stany  or  country  of'thc  Hindoos. 

Others  alfcrt,  that  the  river,  as  well  as 
country,  firft  obtained  its  name  from  the 
people,  who  fuperftttioudy  believed 
themfcivcs  defeended  from  the  moon, 
which,  in  the  Sanferit  language^  was  cal¬ 
led  Hindoo. 

The  Indians  date  their  chronology 
numberlefs  ages  before  the  creation  of 
the  world  ;  but,  without  paying  any  at¬ 
tention  to  their  f.ibulousand  improbable 
ft  ones  of  anticnt  times,  we  have  fuffi- 
cient  proof  of  the  very  great  antiquity  of 
their  nation  and  religion. 

According  to  their  hiftories,  an  Hin¬ 
doo  emperor,  named  Kirft^an,  reigned 
two  thoufand  years  before  the  Chriftian 
a:ra.  whofe  noftcrity  continued  on  the 
throne  fifteen  hundred  years;  at  w'hich 
time  the  country  was  governed  by  an 
eniperor  of  the  name  Murage,  who 
w,'!s  cofemporary  with  a  gre.it'kirg  of 
the  T urcomans,  called  Guftas,  undoubt¬ 
edly  the  fame  Guftafp  fo  celebrated  a- 
mongft  the  Perfians,  in  whofe  time  Zo- 
roaftei  firft  fpiead  the  Magian  rcligidnin 
Peril  a. 

According  to  feme  accounts,  the 
whole  country  continued  under  the  go- 
vcrnmeqt  of  one  emperor  till  the  year 
after  Chrift  580 ;  at  w-hich  period,  as  all

The  diftin^ftions  I  mean  are,  Hindoos, 
Mahomedans,  and  Chriftians ;  each  of 
thefe  arc  again  divided,  particularly  the 
firft,  into  different  tribes  ;  or,  according 
to  the  Indian  term,  eajis  innumerable. 

The  Hindoos  t>r,  as  they  have  Iven 
called  when  we  were  Icfs  acquainted 
with  this  country,  Gentoos,  are  the  ori- 
pitial  natives,  and  the  people  from  whom 
the  country  derives  its  name.  It  is  fvid 
the  people  were  teimed  Hindoos  by  their 
tij(hbours  from  the  river  Indus,  and 


was  loft  i  but  the  Brahmins  compoftd 
others  called  the  Shajfah,  written  in  the 
San/crit,  a  dead  language  knowm  to  none 
but  the  Brahmins,  and  fw>t  to  all  of 
them  ;  there  are  fchools  in  the  country, 
where  tb.is  language  is  tanght  to  children 
of  the  Brahmins  only.  , 

But  fome  of  the  moft  enlightened  a- 
mong  the  Brahmins  affert,  that  there  ne¬ 
ver  was  any  fuch  perfon  as  Brahma,  but 
that  the  Shafah  was  compofed  by 
learned  of  the  early  ages,  and  the  laws  of 
Brahma  fignify  the  laws  of  wifdom.^ 

Id  all  tbeir  accounts  of  antieut  times 
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the  truths  -are  fo  blended  with  fables, 
that  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  diftiuguiih 
the  one  from  the  other;  however,  whe¬ 
ther  their  firft  prieft  or  prophet  was 
named  Brahma  or  not,  it  is  certain  that 
the  Shadaby  the  books  which  contain  all 
their  laww  both  religious  and  civil,  and, 
according  to  fome  accounts,  all  their 
learning  and  fcience,  was  compofed  by 
the  Braiimins,  and  in  the  early  ages. 

Tlie  whole  country  was  divided  into 
four  great  tribes  ox  caffs;  the  firft  are  the 
Brahmins  or  priefts,  whom  they  hold  in 
great  veneration ;  thcle  arc  again,divided; 
the  firft  in  rank  a«c  called  Gofeyns; 
there  are  likcwil'c  many  other  different 
ranks  or  cajls  of  Brahmins,  w’ho  never 
marry,  eat,  or  drink,  with  any  but  thofc 
of  their  own  cajt. 

The  next  great  divifion  is  the  foldicr 
ca/l :  the  third  comprehends  merchants 
of  ail  kinds  and  trades ;  the  fourth,  all 
fervants  and  labourers. 

But  each  of  thefe  four  are  divided  into 
a  number  of  caffs  \  almoft  every  trade 
and  profclfion  is  a  diftini^  one,  which 
they  muft  continue  in  from  generation  to 
generation  ;  the  fon  of  a  weaver  muft  be 
a  weaver ;  the  fon  of  a  (hoe-maker  muft 
be  of  the  fame  occupation,  and  his 
daughter  muft  marry  none  but  of  the 
fame  ;  nor  muft  they  ever  eat  or  drink 
with  any  but  thofe  of  their  own  cajl. 

If  any  Hindoo,  man  or  woman,  ever 
breaks  through  th^Tc  rules,  fuch  a  perfon, 
as  the  term  is,  Xva^  loft  cajty  awA  can  never 
be  received  again  into  their  own,  or  any 
other  tribe  of  Hindoos  ;  but  go  amoiigft 
a  people  I  (hall  hereafter  have  occafion  to 
mention. 

The  lofs  of  caJl  is  dreaded  more  than 
the  lofs  of  life ;  therefore  ihefc  rules  have 
been  ohferved  with  fuch  exadtnefs,  that 
the  higheft  and  lower  cajfs  may  be  diflin- 
guiibed  from  each  other  by  their  fea¬ 
tures,  complexion,  and  turn  of  counte-' 
nance. 

Thrre  are  faid  to  be  ftill,  in  dilTcrcnt 
parts  of  Htndoftan,  families  of  the  Brab^ 
min  cajf\  who,  in  all  the  revolutions  of 
the  empire,  have  remained  retired,  living 
up  to  the  purity  of  the  antient  religion^ 
or  the  laws  of  Brahma,  without  any  mix¬ 
ture  of  modern  fuperftttion,  wdJ  verfed 
in  all  the  anUent  philofophy. 

,Rut  tbefe,  I  believe^  are  eafier  to  be 
talked  of  than  met  with;  for  it  often 
appears  that  thefe  retired  peff«ini,^who 
bivc  all  the  folcmiHty  of  wifdom,  arc 
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found,  upon  a  better  knowledge,  to 
mere  fuperficial  pretenders. 

Allabahody  i7<r, 
OWEVER  pure  the  fyftem  of  reli¬ 
gion  might  originally  be,  it  is  cer¬ 
tain  the  Hindoos  have  norealbn,  at  pte- 
fent,  to  boaft  ;  for  the  whole  of  it,  at^this 
time,  confifts  hi*  abfurd  unaccountable 
ceremonies,  which  the  people  do  not 
nmierftand  the  meaning  of;  nor,  J  may 
venture  to  fay,  do  many  of  the  Brahmins 
thcmfdves. 

The  number  of  holidays  their  religion 
commands,  engrofs  at  leaft  onc-thied  of 
their  time:  thefe  days  arc  either  feafts 
or  fafts,  devoted  to  fome  or  other  of 
their  gods,  of  whom  they  tell  the  mod 
ridiculous  (lories :  there  is  not  a  god  a- 
mongft  them  but  fome- how  or  other  haa 
I  lignaiized  himfelf  on  fome  day,  which  is 
kept  in  remembrance  of  him:  many  of. 
them,  according  to  their  accounts,  have 
defeended  on  earth  on  particular  ucca- 
fions. 

It  is  obfcnable,  that  in  all  trandations 
from  eaftern  manuferipts,  both  antient 
and  modern,  the  expreflioiis  are  figura¬ 
tive  :  the  Shaftah  is  quite  in  this  (lile  - 
the  pow'er,  W'ifdom,  goodnefs,  and  Other 
attributes  of  tbc  Almighty  are  emblema¬ 
tically  ilcfvribed  ;  the  Almighty  isrepre- 
fented  with  many  heads,  many  hands, 
many  eyes  ;  wifdom  is  depided  in  the  fi¬ 
gure  ot  a  fnaket  and,  in  (hort.  almoft 
the  whole  clafs  of  animals  is  taken  in  to 
reprefeiit  fome  or  other  of  his  attributes.  * 

Thefe  emblematical  figures  have  ftir- 
niihed  them  with  a  fet  of  inferior  gods  ; 
and,  through  a  long  coiirfc  of  time,  the 
extreme  ignorance  and  credulity  of  the 
people,  and  the  Brahmins  keeping  the 
knowledge  of  the  Shaftah  ttitirely  to 
thcmfelves,  arc  become  the  t/leniial 
parts  of  (heir  worlliip  ;  and  taker,  not  in 
a  figurative,  btit  a  real  fenfe. 

They  believe,  that  the  god  whom  they 
worlhip  ni  the  gcnl  of  the  Hindoos,  of 
the  MulTulmen,  and  of  the  Chriftians; 
bur  that  it  plea(cs  him  to  be  wor(hipped 
different  ways;  that  iv>  ope  muff  change 
his  religion,  therefore  it  is  a  fundamental 
part  of  theirs,  that  no  pcrfi^i  can  btcome 
a  Hindoo  but  thofe  who  are  bom  fuch. 

Whether  Pythagoras  learned  any  gf 
hit  t»pini*uit.  from  the  Brahmins,  it,  at 
thit  diffance  of  time,  difficult  to  deter¬ 
mine  ;  but  it  is  certain  that  the  H'ddoof 
have  fimilar  opimons  cboccrLthg '  tbk 
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tranCmigrailon  of  fouU  ;  for  which  rea- 
fon  they  never  cat  of  any  thing  which 
has  had  life,  or  even  put  any  intents,  not 
even  ihofe  of  venomous  natures,  to 
death.  The  effect  of  this  is  feen  all  over 
the  country,  particularly  in  Benaras,  a 
province  where  only  Hindoos  rcfide ;  the 
animals  arc  fo  unufed  to  fear  the  hand  of 
man,  that  birds  of  all  forts  will  walk  in¬ 
to  the  rooms,  alight  on  the  tables  wlicrc 
people  arc  at  meals,  and  feed  out  of  their 
liands. 

The  approach  of  death  is  by  no  means 
terrible  to  the  Hindoos,  as  the  foul  is 
immediately  to  pafs  into  fomc  other  ani¬ 
mal.  Nevcrthelcfs,  they  have  an  idea 
of  what  we  call  Heaven,  where  the  fouls 
of  the  virtuous  are  to  be  received  by 
the  Almighty,  after  they  have  gone 
through  an  iutinite  number  of  Iranfmi- 
gratioiis. 

The  bead  they  have  the  greateft  vene¬ 
ration  for,  and  arc  laid  to  worlhip,  is 
the  cow;  thefe  they  chcri ill  and  guard 
with  particular  care.’  If  they  can  rt- 
deem  a  cow,  a  bull,  or  a  calf,  which  is 
dootned  to  be  (lain  by  Mahomed. ms  or 
Chnlfiaiis,  it  is  a  meritorious  ad;  and 
tins  is  not  unfrcqnently  done. 

It  svdiild  be  a  vain  attempt  to  enume¬ 
rate  all  their  fiipcrftitious  opinions  and 
ceremonies.  In  fomc  of  the  fifts,  they 
undergo  great  puniniments  of  their  own 
Inlhding,  beating  themfelves  with  rods 
of  iron,  and  hanging  extended  in  the  air 
by  the  flelh  ’  of  their  backs  upon  iron 
hooks  ;  but  the  fnperior  cojis  of  people 
lU'ithtT  pnf  thcmlelvfs  to  thefe  toriurcR, 
or  ioiii  in  the  pfoceflions,  which  have  all 
the  appearance  of  a  mad  rabble  running 
'in  crouds  along’  the  'ftreeti,  their  faces 
distigmcd  isilh  marks  of  feowraw,  or 
re<l  powder,  which  they  throw  over 
each  other  as  a  fort  of  compliment 'or 
blefling.

Francesco  G^minian;,  a  native  of 
Lucca,  was  born  about  the  year. 
1680.  He  received  his  firfl  inftrudions 
in  mufic  from  AlcfiTandro  Scarlatti,  and 
after  that  became  a  pupil  of  Carlo  Am- 
biotio  Lunati,  furnamed  11  Gubbo,  a 
moil  celebrated  performer  on  the  vio¬ 
lin  ;  after  which  he  became  a  difciplc  of 
Corelli,  ajid  under  him  fiiiillied  Ids  Au- 
dics  oh  that  inArument. 

In  the  year  1714  he  came  to  England, 
where,  in  a  flioit  time,  he  fo  recom¬ 
mended  himself  by  his  cxquifite  perfor¬ 
mance,  that  all  who  profened  to  nnder- 
Aaiul  or  love  mufic  were  captivated  at 
the  hearing  of  him  ;  and  among  the  no¬ 
bility  were  many  who  feverally  laid  claim 
to  the  honour  of  being  his  patrons  ;  but 
the  perfon  to  whom  he  feemed  the  moA 
clofcly  to  attach  himfrlf,  was  the  baron 
Kilmanfegge,  chamberlain  to  George  I, 
as  cleiilor  ot  Hanover,  and  a  favourite  of 
that  prince.  In  the  year  1716,  he  pub- 
llflicd  and  dedicated  to  that  nobleman 
twelve  fonatas,  a  Violiiio,VioIonc  c  Cem¬ 
balo  ;  the  lii  A  fix  with  fugues  and  dou¬ 
ble  Aops,  as  they  arc  vulgarly  called ; 
the  l.aA  with  airs  of  various  mcafurcs; 
filch  as  alleinandes,  courants,  and  jigs.

Upon  this  refuf.il  on  the  part 
of  Geiniuiaiiiy  the  place  was  bellowed 
on  Mr  Matthew  Dubourg,  a  voung  man 
who  had  beet)  one  of  his  pupils,  and  was 
a  celebrated  performer  on  the  violin. 

Ill  a  life  f»  unfetiled  as  that  of  Gemi- 
iiiani  was,  fpeiit  in  difterent  countries, 
and  employed  in  purfuits  that  had  no 
connciflion  with  his  art,  and  only  ferved 
to  divert  his  attention  from  it,  we  muft 
fuppofe  the  number  of  his  friends  to  be 
very  great,  and  that  they  were  equally 
poilelTed  of  inclination  and  abilities  to 
aflill  him,  to  account  for  the  means  of 
his  fiipport.  That  in  the  former  part  of 
his  life  he  experienced  the  liberality  of 
foine  perfuns  of  diltindlion,  is  a  fa^t 
pretty  well  afeertained  ;  but  he  was  not 
poirelfcd  of  the  art  of  forming  beneficial 
conne<^ion8  ;  on  the  contrary,  he  would 
fometimes  decline  them  ;  fo  that,  as  he 
advanced  in  years,  he  had  the  mortifica¬ 
tion  to  experience  the  iucreafe  of  his 
wants,  and  a  diminution  in  the  means 
of  fupplying  them.  In  general  his  pub¬ 
lications  did,  in  refpeit  of  pecuniary  ad¬ 
vantage,  in  no  degree  compenfate  for  his 
many  years  labour  and  Itudy  employed 
in  them ;  for  which  reafon  he  had  rc- 
coiirfe  to  an  expedient  for  obtaining  a 
fum  of  money  which  he  had  never  tried 
before,  vii.  a  performance  by  way  of  be¬ 
nefit  at  one  of  the  theatres :  To  this 
end,  in  the  year  174S,  he  advcitifed  a 
Concerto  Spirituale  to  he. performed  at 
Drury-lanc  theatre,  chiefly  of  compofi- 
tions  of  Italian  mailers  of  great  emi¬ 
nence,  but  whofc  name<»  were  Icarccly 
known  in  England. 

Oeminiani  was  an  utter  llrangcr  to  the 
butinefsof  an  orcheAra,  and  had  no  idea 
*>f  the  labour  and  pains  that  were  nccel- 
lary  in  the  inAnnaioii  of  fingers  for  the 
performance  of  raufic  to  which  they 
were  Arangers,  nor  of  the  frequent  prac¬ 
tices  which  are  required  prcvit>us  to  an 
exhibition  of  this  kind  :  The  confe- 
qiicncc  whereof  was,  that  the  Augers 
whom  he  had  engaged  for  the  (Concerto 
Spirituale,  not  being  j^rfed  in  their 
parts,  the  performance  mifearried.  The 
paiticular  circumAanccs  that  attended 
this  undertaking  were  thefe :  The  ad- 
vcilifcmcnts  had  drawn  togother  a  num- 
lx*r  of  perfons,  fufficient  to  make  what 
is  called  a  very  good  hoiife  ;  the  curtain 
drew  up,  and  difcovcrcd  a  numerous 
))and,  with  Cc(nl;:iar.i  at  ihcir  head. 
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By  way  of  overture  was  performed  a 
concerto  of  his  in  the  key  of  D,  with  the 
minor  tliird,  minted  in  a  colledion  of 
Concertos  publiftied  by  Wailh,  with  the 
title  of  Selcd  Harmony,  in  which  is  a 
fugue  in  triple  time,  perhaps  one  the 
fincA  compolitions  of  the  kind  ever 
heard  :  then  followed  a  very  grand  cho¬ 
rus,  which,  being  performed  by  perfons 
.iccuftomed  to  ling  in  Mr  Handel's  ora¬ 
torios,  had  juftice  done  to  it ;  but  when 
the  women,  to  whom  were  given  the 
folo  airs  and  duets,  rofe  to  fing,  they 
were  liot  able  to  go, on  ;  and  the  whole 

band,  after  a  few  bars,  were  necelTitated 
to  Aop,  The  audience,  inAcad  of  ex- 
prelling  refentment  in  the  ufnal  way, 
feemed  to  compallionate  the  diArefs  of 
Gcminiani,  and  to  confider  him  as  a 
man  who  bad  almoA  furvived  his  facul¬ 
ties,  but  whofe  merits  w'erc  too  great  to 
juAify  their  flight  of  even  an  endeavour 
to  entertain  them  ;  They  fat  very  filcnt 
till  the  hooks  were  changed,  when  the 
performance  was  continued  with  com* 
pofitions  of  the  author’s  own  ;  that  is 
to  fay,  fundry  of  the  concertos  in  his  fc- 
cond  and  third  operas,  and  a  folo  or 

two,  which,  notwithAanding  hit  advan¬ 
ced  age,  he  performed  in  a  manner  that 
yet  lives  in  the  remembrance  of  many  of 
the  auditors. 

The  profits  that  arofe  from  this  enter¬ 
tainment  enabled  Geminiani  to  gratify 
that  inclination  for  rambling  which  he 
had  ever  been  a  flavc  to.  He  went  to 
France,  and  took  up  hi&  refidcnce  at 
Paris.  He  had  formerly  experienced  the 
neatnefs  and  accuracy  of  the  French  ar- 
tiAs  in  the  engraving  of  miilic  ;  and  re- 
flcdling  that  his  concertos  had  never 
been  printed  in  a  manner  agreeable  to 
his  willies,  he  determined  to  publilh 
them  himfelf,  and  alfo  to  give  to  the 
world  what  had  long  been  carneAIy 
w’iflied  for,  a  fcore  of  them.  Accor¬ 
dingly  he  fet  himfelf  to  revife  his  fecond 
and  third  operas  ;  buf  here  the  defire  of 
making  improvements,  and  a  pallion  fo^ 
refinement,  betrayed  him  into  crrori; 
fur,  befides  the  infertion  of  a  variety  of 
new’  palfagcs,  which  did  hut  ill  fort  with 
the  general  deflgn  of  the  fcveral  compo- 
fitions  into  which  they  were  engrafted, 
he  intirely  new-modelled  feme  or  theflO* 
giving,  in  many  inAances,  thole  palTagr* 
to  the  fecond  violin  which  had  original* 
ly  been  conqxifed  for  the  tenor.

SIR, 

IT  feems  to  be  agreed  by  philofophers, 
that,  of  all  animals,  Man  is  the  mofb 
fociable,  though  they  tlitfer  as  to  the 
caufc  of  that  friendly  difpofition.  Some 
derive  it  from  the  weaknefs  and  infirmity 
of  human  nature,  the  fenfc  of  which  in¬ 
duces  men  to  form  themfelvcs  into  focie- 
ty,  the  more  cafily  to  fupply  each  other’s 
wants.  Others,  again,  pretend  that  the 
faculty  of  fpeech  is  the  foie  excellence 
peculiar  to  mankind,  who  therefore  em¬ 
brace  every  opportunity  of  prattling  in 
company,  merely  to  flicw  that  they  arc 
not  ^alls.  Without  any  remark  upon 
thefe  opinions,  I  ihall  venture  to  give  my 
own,  leaving  every  one  to  agree  or  difa- 
grcc  with  me,  .as  fancy  or  choice  Ihall 
direct  them. 

The  principle  of  fcKicty  mull  be 
fought  for  from  fomc  excellency  appropri¬ 
ated  to  the  human  race  f  for  if  it  he  de¬ 
rived  from  any  thing  they  have  in  com¬ 
mon  with  other  animals,  w’hy  Ihoiild  not 
Innihr  caufes  in  them  produce  fimilar 
cfte^ls?  There  is  only  one  quality  which 
diningulhes  men  from  the  brute  crea¬ 
tion,— that  of  Laughter:  all  other  qua- 
l  tics,  even  fpeaking  and  thinking,  arv« 
common  to  Man  with  fomc  one  or  other 
of  the  brutes.  Parrots  and  jackdaws, 
row-a  days,  chatter  as  fenfibly,  and  arc 
not  much  inferior  in  judgment  to  many 
of  our  modern  fops ;  but  a  bead  has  ne¬ 
ver  been  known  to  laugh  :  Accc'rdingly 
we  find,  that  until  men  arc  depraved  by 
cuftom  education,  they  conceive  an 
immenfe  deal  of  pleafure  in  laughing 
their  neighbours  out  of  countenance, 
r^r  the  fame  reafon,  wc  are  naturallV 


difpofed  to  laugh  in  profperily,  and  \o 
.weep  in  adverfity.  ‘ 

As  men  arc  diftinguifhed  from  the 
brutes  by  their  nfibility,  fo(a8  Mr  Adtii- 
Ion  obfei  ves)  they  arc  diftingtiilhcd  a- 
mong  themfelvcs  by  the  fcvcral  kinds  cf 
lauplitcr.  The  ’fquirc,  for  example,  and 
thofe  who  have  acquired  independency 
by  their  profeflions,  are  known  by  the 
har/e- laugh ;  the  witty  man  by.  the  grin ; 
the  <'op  and  coquette  by  the  /neer,  join¬ 
ed  w’itli  a  fcornful  tofs  of  the  head  j  the 
man  .of  fenfc  by  the  /mile.  In  a  word, 
there  arc  very  Tew  w’ho  may  not  be 
known  by  their  manner  of  laughing. 

From  this  natural  inclination  of  laugh 
ing  at  each  other,  I  think,  may  be  traced 
the  violent  propenfity  w’hich  men  have  to 
form  thofe  kinds  of  focieties,  called 
Clubs.  A  club  where  every  oncinduleei 
himfclfin  the  liberty  of  laughing  at  his 
neighbour,  and  confents  to  .be  laughed 
at  in  his  turn,  is,  without  doubt,  a  noble 
infiitntion,  fitted  to  promote  the  happi- 
nefs  of  mankind  ;  for  each  member  of  the 
fociety  being  juftly  fenfible  that  what¬ 
ever  mcafure  of  wit  he  w  ill  pour  upon 
his  neighbour’s  head,  (hall  be  returned 
with  ufury,  is  obliged  to  confine  himfelf 
within  the  bounds  of  decency  and  good 
manners :  but  when  a  particular  part  of 
the  fociety  ufurpsthe  privilege  of  laugh' 
ing  at  the  reft,  the  focial  principle  is  dif 
folved,  and  confufion  and  uproar  take 
place  of  order  and  harmony. 

Having  been  myfelf  a  great  admirer  of 
clubs,  I  remarked  with  incxprcfiible  re¬ 
gret,  that  their  dilfolution  has  been 
chiefly  owing  to  the  imnioderate  uTe  of 
the  horfc-langh.  When  any  perfoo  bn 
a  defign  upon  the  liberty  of  the  fociety, 
he  makes  half  a  dozen  hems  to  clear  hit 
throat,  then  falls  a  roaring  tinlil  hisfidci 
arc  like  to  burft,  and  the  room  re-echoes 
with  applaufc  ;  the  whole  company,  io 
amaze,  admire  his  powerful  vociferation, 
until,  by  degrees,  he  acquires  fuch  an 
afccndcncy  over  them,  aa  to  laugh  one 
half  of  the  members  out  of  tlic  Society. 

The  truth  of  ihefc  obfervations  will 
.nppear  more  evident,  by  giving  an  ac¬ 
count  of  a  club  of  which,  for  ibme  tijnci 
I  had  the  honour  to  be  a  member. 

Pcing  naturally  of  a  rcftlefs  difpO" 
tion,  I  conceived  in  my  youth,  • 
propenfity  for  travelling  and  vifilinf  w' 
reign  countries.  In  the  coiirfc  o* 
peregrinations,  I  happened  ,10 
my  rcfidencc  in  the  ifland  of  JfgxK  T** 
beautiful  fituation  of  this  place> 
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pitallty  of  its  inhabitants,  and  the  mild- 
nefs  of  the  government,  all  confpired  to 
make  this  little  iftand  one  of  .the  moft 
pleafant  places  in  the  world.  Near  the 
bottom  of  a  Riipenduous  rock,  covered 
with  fuperb  firs,  and  other  variegated 
trees,  the  lord  of  the  ifland  had  built  a 
nMjertic  caftlc  of  Gothic  architedure, 
which  fiirpafl'cd  any  thing  of  the  kind 
ever  fecn.  A  cryflal  river  glides  thro’ 
the  plains  in  purling  Icrpentinc  Itreams, 
and,  after  paflTing  by  the  caftle,  difehar- 
ges  itfelf  into  the  fca.  Verdant  meads, 
plea  hint  profpeds,-  and  beautiful  viftos 
lucceed  each  other  in  endlefs  variety, 
and, to  compleat  the  feene,  on  every  lidc 
ap{>ear,  at  equal  difiances,  hills  and 
monntains,  whofc  craggy  tops  lofe  thenv- 
felves  in  the  clouds.  The  lord  of  the 
ifland  commonly  refided  here  during  the 
fummer  feafon,  and,  in  his  abl'ence,  a 
governor  appointed  by  him  fupplied  his 
place.  The  inhabitants  lived  in  peace 
and  harmony  with  one  another;  every 
one  endeavoured,  as  much  as  he  could, 
to  promote  his  neighbour’s  intereft. 
Private  feuds,  animofities,  and  quarrels, 
were  banilhed  from  among  them  ;  com¬ 
plaints  to  the  governor  were  feldom  or 
never  heard  of ;  and,  excepting  a  few 
ftrangers,  who  had  not  yet  time  to  in¬ 
corporate  with  the  antient  inhabitants, 
they  feemed  to  be  all  one  family.  In

Among  other  caufes  which  tended  to 
promote  the  happinefs  of  the  ifland,  a 
IHrriodical  club,  into  which  the  iidiabi- 
tants  had  formed  ihemfclvcs,  was  a  prin¬ 
cipal  one.  This  club  was  f«>undcd  upon 
the  principle  of  focicty  which  f  ’have 
above  mentioned,  and  was,  perhapf^t  the 
moft  Cordial  convention  that  evcrcrflfted. 
It  was  the  Jine  qua  non  of  the  lawvcr,  the 
fum  total  of  the  merchant,  the  fummum 
honum  of  the  divine,  and  the  reflorathte 
of  the  phyfician.  It  was  the  foie  object 
and  purfuit  of  all  the  members.  Here 
the  learned  had  fcopc  to  pour  forth  their 
thotrghts,  the  young  men  an  opportu- 
t'it^T'of  being  edified,  and  men  of  bufi- 
urU  were  more  or  Icfs  inftrudlcd  in  their 
f’veral  profelfions.  I  obferved,  how- 
»ver,  that  each  member  had  fomething 
ch,<radrfiftic  in  his  manner  or  ditcourfe, 
yhich  diftinguifiie'd  him  from  the  reft,

Others  loved  to  dwell  upon 
proverbs,  as,  “  A  good  lawyer  is  an

twilled  their  legs  like  the  flips  of  a  cable ; 
others  twanged  through  the  nofe.  I  oh- 
ferved  alio,  that  a  few  members  w’crc  ad- 
didled  to  the  horfe-laugh  ;  but  no  im¬ 
proper  ufe  being  made  of  thefe  peculia¬ 
rities,  they  ferved  only  to  augment  the 
happineiK  of  the  foCiety,  and  promote 
mirth  and  focial  humour  among  them. 

It  happened  unluckily  for  tfi^  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  Arga,  that  fomc  of  the  fenior 
members  of  the  club  having  been  at 
court,  had  imbibed  notions  of  things 
dificrent  from  thofe  wherein  they  were 
educated,  and  what  they  themfelves  had 
formerly  pradtifed.

There  arc  upwards  of  two  hundred 
of  them,  who  are  employed  as  fol- 
lows :  Some  are  font  about  a  mile  below 
Woolwich  in  lighters  to  raife  balltft, 
and  to  row  it  back  to  tbc  embankmeat 
at  Woolwich-warren,  clofe  to  the  end 
of  the  Target-walk.  Others  arc  there 
employed  in  throwing  it  from  the  ligh¬ 
ters  ;  fome  wheel  it  to  different  parts  to 
be  lifted  ;*  others  wheel  it  from  the 
Ikrecn,  and  fpread  it  for  the  embank¬ 
ment:  A  party  is  continually  bulled  in 
turning  round  a  machine  for  driving 
piles  to  Cecure  the  embankment  from  the 
rapidity  of  the  tides.

arc  employed  in  repairing  Juftitia  and 
Toyloc  bulks,  that  lie  hard  by  for  the 
nightly  reception  of  thefe  obje6ie,  who 
hare  fetters  on  each  leg,  with  a  chain 
i>elween,  tha’t  ties  round  their  middle. 
S.'mc  are  chained,  two  and  two,  and 
Olliers,  whofe  crimes  have  Iwen  enor¬ 
mous,  with  heavy  fellers.  Six  or  feven 
men  arc  continually  walking  about  with 
them  with  drawn  cullafles,  to  prevent 
idlencfs.  So  far  from  being  permitted 
to  fpeak  to  any  one,  they  hardly  dare 
fprak  to  each  other :  .But  what  is  the 
moft  furpriftng,  is  tbc  revolution  in 
manners  :  Not  an  oath  is  to  be  heard  ;

Oihtahar^  May  i.  **  A  veflVl  called 
the  St  Michael,  Michael  Solari  mafter, 
was  yeftenlay  entering  this  bay* from 
Cadiz,  to  which  place  ihe  had  been  char¬ 
tered  to  bring 'round  twenty  thoufand 
Mexicos. — Almoft  within'  gun-fhot  of 
our  wMls,  (lie  was  brought  to  by  a  Spa- 
ni(h  euarda  cofta,  on  pretence  of  fcarch- 
Ing  fur  contraband  goods.  After  much 
abunve  language  to  the,  mafter  of  the 
treifel,  he  was  defired  'to  puH  down  the 
Englilb  Colours.  A  young  lad  of  Ge- 
noefc  parents,  but  a  native  of  this  place, ' 
V  hh  a  fpirit  tnilf  heroic,  anfwercd.  No. 
—Pul)  down  the  Sngliih  colours'!  For 
what  ?  Old  England  for  ever  I  They  ftiall 
fiot  be*  pulled  down.  One  of  the  Spa¬ 
niards  in  the  guatda  cofta  cried  out  im¬ 
mediately,  Mato  efic  Perc— Kill  that  dog ; 
upon  which  four  of  them  difeharged 
their  pieces  at  him,  and  killed  him  on 
the  fpot.  They  then  boarded  the  vcf-  . 
fel,  and,  not  fnfficiently  glutted  with  hit 
death,  cut  his  body  open  with  a  cutlafs. 
Having  got  poflelBon,  they  -ftretched 
away  for  Algtnims,  the  town  oppofite 
to  us ;  but  Iwing  obliged  to  make  ftwe- 
fal  tacks  before  they  could  get'  to  it, 
our  frigntes  in  the  bay  were  apprifed  of 
what  had  happened,  and,  with  all  the 
alertnefs  poftible.  manned  their  bolts, 
and  dillpatchcd  ihe^  under  the  com¬ 
mand  or  ihe  mafter  of  the  Alarm,  to  re¬ 
take  the  vefTel.  ^On  feeing  this  the  Spa¬ 
niards  ran  her  in  for  the  (hore.  Our 
iailort  Came  up  with  her,  and.  iho^’gh  on 
their  own  coaft,  which  was  by  this  time 


lined  with  Spaniards,  boarded  her,  feic*  . 
cd  every  bag  of  the  money,  and  brouglll 
it  fafe  to  the  garrifun. — The  veflfel  being 
a-ground,  was  left  to  them,  with  all  the 
heavy  gooils  that  were  on  board,  and 
the  Spaniards  have  frnce  got  her  off,  and 
carried  her  to  Alaeziras,  where  (he  re¬ 
mains  till  the  affair  is  fettled.  The  va¬ 
lue  of  the  goods  (till  on  board  amounts 
to  7600  dolfars,  the  property  of  feverd 
traders  in  this  garrifofi..”

Aftrr  thefubje^t  of  my  firft  epiftle 
to  y.ur  excellency,  when  the  fortune  of 
war  bad  placed  me  in  the  hands  rd  the 
Americans,  you  will  think  it  ftrange 
that,'  at  this  period,  I  Ihould  be  comp^ 
led  to  exhibit  ft^ntiments  fo  diametrical¬ 
ly  oppofite,  and  yet  equally  coofiftent 
with  truths 

**  Your  excellency  was  informed  on 
that  occafion,  that  1  had  received  from 
ihofie  who  took  me,  and  from  the  con- 
troufing  power  at  Bofton,  every  mark  of 
humanity,  and  treatment  fuitahk  to  my 
rank ;  but  I  am  perfuaded  you  arc  yet  a 
ftranger  to  the  return  which  at  to 
hour  1  experience,  after  a  well' meant 
endeavour  to  fupprefs,  what  but  too  of¬ 
ten  happens  in  civil  controverfy— the 
chance  of  ill  grounded  reprefentation* 

••  Scarce  eight  days  had  eUpfed  aftfr 
the  period  of  my  firft  addrcls,  w^nl 
found  myfelf  (tripped  of  half  my  private 
property,  the  very  neceflTaries  of  life  f 
and  I  have  been  lately  informed  that  the 
fide- arms  of  my  omcers  have  adnallf 
been  difpofedof,  notwithftanding  they 
were  honourably  reftored  to  them  hf 
the  captf>r8.  I  was,  however,  fent.os 
my  parole  of  honour *lo  Reading  at  ^ 
olficer,  where  Trcfided  til)  thfc  Srft  «

American  Account  of  the  Peck’s* 

'  ^  bill. 

Bjifiottf  April.  4.  **  an  officer  of 
diftin^ion,  whparrrvcd  in  this  metro¬ 
polis  from  the  American  army  near 
Peck's-hin,  we  hate  the  following  au¬ 
thentic  account#  of  the  landing  of  the 
enemy  at  that  place,  viz.  On  Sunday 
tiie  13d  of  March,  about  eleven  o’diock 
in  the  morning,  the  Brune  fiigate,  with 
the  two  gallic#  taken  from  us  laft  caip- 
paign,  a  flnall  one  built  by  the  enemy, 
and  four  traofpprts,  anchored  in  the  bay 
of  Peck’s-hili.  At  one  o'clock  P.  M. 
they  landed,  under  cover  of  the  gallics, 
the  5th,  sjd,  44th,  and  fiyth  regiments, 
under  the  command  of  col.  Bind,  with 
four  pieces  of  artillery,  and  fifty  of  the 
train,  at  Lint's  Cove,  fouth-iidenf  the 
bay,  a  mile  and  a  tuir  from  the  town  i 
they  advanced  Cronk's  hiil,  fdutb- 
etft  fide  of  the  town,  and  formed  on  It, 
Before  this,  boat#  with  men  rowed  to¬ 
wards  the  north  landing,  as  if  they  in¬ 
tended  to  land  them  on  one  .flank,  pr  to 
get  in  our  rtar.  From  the  niimb^  of 
boats  which  landed  the  troops,  general 
M*Dougall,  and  every  dtfccrnuig  officer 
who  faw  them,  were  clearly  of  opinion 
thac  the  enemy’s  force  ,nir  exceeded 
ours:  but  he  determined  to  have  full 
evidence  of  it  bcflwc  he  quitted  the  poll, 
and  therefore  waited  for  the  enemy,  in 
a  pofitiott  from  which  his  retreat  was 
iecured,  till  they  came  within  mufket- 
Ibot :  at  this  diftanct  he  had  a  full  view 
of  the  enemy  foriiKd  on  Hie  hill,  and 
they  were  treble  liia  force.  Thr  rum 
and  provilons  tbnrg  Seinjf  deftyycAf  and 
the  heavv  artillery  lent  off  (except  oqe 
iron  twelve  pounder,  which  for  want  qf 
horfos  was  loft),  the  g^eral  ordered  the 
troop#  to  retire,  which  they  did,  fn 
good  order,  to  bawack  No.  #.  two  mile# 
and  a  half  from  the  town.  The  enemy 
cannonaded  us,  and  wounded  one  iff  our 
men  mortally  t  there  he  tooh  poft  to 
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cure  the  pafs  of  the  reoinitnins,  and 
fome  mills  which  contaiued  a  quantity 
of  lloiir  and  grain  beloiv^ing  to  the  con* 
tipjni:  the  enemy  placed  a  piqutt- 
^'uarti  of  loo  men  a  mile  from  oui  poft. 

“  The  next  day,  about  foiif  o’clock  in 
the  afternoon,  licut.«col.  Willett  with 
about  lixty  men  of  col.  Granicott’s  rc- 
gi.iicni,  got  iindircovcred  on  the  right 
ila.ik  of  the  enemy’s  piquet,  while  a 
fmall  party  wat>  lent  on  their  left,  to 
draw  their  attention.  It  had  the  defired 
elfe6  ;  for  col.  VVillet  got  near  them 
unilifeovcred;  when  a  Ikirmilh  enfue’d 
for  ftttecii  minutes.  The  colonel  or¬ 
dered  his  men  to  tix  bayonets,  and  ndh 
upon  them,  and  the  enemy,  fled  with 
i;reat  precipitation.  We  had  two  men 
viHinded  :  the  enemy  had  nine  killed 
and  wounded.  Tiie  enemy  embarked 
that  day,  (»n  hearing  a  reinforcement 
•w'as  expeded  that  evening ;  the  next 
morning  we  took  poflcffion  of  the  town. 
T  he  enemy  in  the  afternoon  went  down 
the  river  below  Croton,  in  purfuit  of 
ftock  and  proviflons.  Our  principal  lofs 
IS  the  riiin,  melalfes  and  flour,  ordered 
to  he  deflroyed,- and  the  fugar  burnt  by 
ti»e  enemy  in  the  comn\ifVary’s  flores.*’ 
iUrtr/iiJ  of  a  letter  from  an  officer ^  by  the 
^  Sally,  Coates,'  from  Rhode’- IjJandy  at 
Co’Tues^  in  the  Iffe  §f'H'ight% 

“  Our  piefent  fituation  is  perh.nps  one 
of  the  nu)fl  tlifagreeahle  that  can  lx*  fup- 
pofed.  Pinned  up  by  the  fea  on  one 
lide,  and  the  rebeU  on  the  other,  here 
we  have  fpent  many  a  weary  month  ; 
and  lo  a  i'ol«lier  nothing  can  be  more 
dilgnfling.  We  had  f.n)c  feints  made, 
as  it  the  n  Ixis  meant  tn  attack  us,  but 
they  all  vanb'ned  in  fmoke.  I  v  .is 
in  hopes  1  Ihoul^  have  gone  in  the 
rir.<ug!u.s  made  from  thence  to  ferve’  in 
th'r  at  my  at  New  Y<>rk,  but  was  not  I'o 
lucky,' and  am  theri  fore  obliged  tore- 
main  here.  'I'he  Amet leans- are  come 
in  in  fomc  numbers,  and  live  very  ptacc- 
hbly,  and  indeed  hofpitably.’J

Since  this  nnh.ippy  rebellion  I  have

‘  “  However  favage  Indians  may  he 
thought,  there  have  been  as  great  a^ls 
of  barbarity  committed  by  the  rebels  oH 
his  inajefly’s  loyal  fuhjeils  at  Georgia, 
to  my  cerMin  knowledge,  as  ever  were 
comn  itted  by  Indians  in  their  wars.  It 
is  plain  they  are  fufceptihle  of  gratitude 
from  their  prefent  behaviour  on  this  oc« 
cafion;  and,”  whilft  uinlcr  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  prefent  fuperintendant,  may 
be  made  very  iifeful  in  bringing  the  rc* 
bels  lo  a  true  fenfe  of  their  duly.”

The  exchequer  loan  bill  was  reported, 
and  onlered  to  be  ingrofletl. 

In  the  committee,  went  through  the 
budget  bill  on  fervants,  &c.  which  «c- 
C.ifioned  fomc  defultory  converfation  , 
the  moft  interefting  part  of  which  was  a 
n'lOlicm  of  Sir  Charles  Banbury ^  who  this 
day  took  a  dcciftve  part  againft  admini- 
llration.

Air  Vyner  explained  his  fpefch  con

Mr  Fulteney  then  obfer\’ed,  that  the 
bill,  as  it  now  flood,  drew  the  proof 
upon  the  perfon  taxed.  He  was  to  give 
in  bis  lift  upon  oath,  and  if  the  officer 
made  a  furcharge,  he  ought  to  have  the 
proof  of  it  on  hinifelf,  whereas  the  indi¬ 
vidual  had  now  to  prove  a  negative.

Kut 
Sii,  in  the  prefent  Qateof  auctions,  I  am 
apprclu-ulivc  tin;  lie  has  departed  from 
thefe  principles,  ard  produced  a  tax, 
which  will  have  the  very  w’orft  conl'c- 
qucnccs  im.tginablc.  It  is  a  burden, 


which  will  greatly  affedl  the  commer¬ 
cial  tranfadions  of  the  whole  kingdom,/ 
per  cent,  on  lands,  &c.  and  on 
moveables,  will  be  very  heavy  upon  the 
poor  and  indigent,  who  are  obliged  to 
fell  their  cffc6ls,  to  enable  them  to  dif- 
charge  other  preffing  demands.  This 
is  what  1  wiffi  to  imprefs  on  the  noble 
lord,  and  the  motive  affigned  by  fome  in 
office,  that  the  fame  tax  is  found  in 
Holland,  will  not  I  hope  have  any 
weight  with  us.  This  is  an  argument 
of  all  others  I  think  the  mod  dangerous. 
Sir  ;  for  does  the  houfc  know  to  what 
an  extent  this  argument  goes  ?  What  is 
the  catalogue  of  Dutch  taxes  ?  A  penny 
a  pound  on  bread,  heavy  taxes  #n  but¬ 
chers  meat,  on  the  licence  to  fell  meat, 
and  in  a  word,  on  every  fubjeft  which 
falls  even  on  the  confumption  of  the  ve¬ 
ry  pooreft  people;  to  admit  this  tax 
therefore,  becaufe  it  is  found  in  Holland, 
is  a  precedent  of  the  moft  dangerous 
nature.  I  ffiall  therefore  propofe,  that 
at  the  end  of  ten  years,  when  25,000!. 
a-ycar  will  fall  into  the  public,  the  if 
per  cent,  ffiould  be  funk ;  1  am  confi¬ 
dent  that  the  taxes  will  produce  fo 
much  that  this  may  be  done,  and  there-  * 
fore  I  flatter  myfelf  the  noble  lord  will 
admit  the  proprofition. 

Lord  North*  I  flatter  myfelf,  that  the 
honourable  gentleman  will  not  adhere  to 
this  propofition,  becaufe,  though  I  give 
in  the  taxes  for  certain  fums,  yet  the  un¬ 
certainty  is  fo  great,  that  no  propofition 
can  with  propriety  be  founded  upon  it, 
fuppofing  it  fo  to  produce.  As  to  the 
inftance  of  Holland,  1  think  what  the 
honourable  gentleman  has  faid  is  the 
ftrongeft  proof  of  the  juftnefs  of  the  de¬ 
fence  of  them.  Sir,  if  Holland  is  fo  bur¬ 
dened,  foenormoufly  burdened,  and  yet 
fo  flouriffiing  a  ftate,  the  people  fo  much 
at  their  cafe,  and  all  ranks  fo  bappTf 
that  every  object  is  that  of  profperitT  $ 
is  not  this  the  ftrongeft  proof  imaginabief 
that  the  modes  which  the  Dutch  ^ve 
taken  to  raife  their  money  are  fo  wifely 
devifed,  that  the  taxes  have  no  mifehie- 
vous  nature  ? 

Mr  Baker,  The  argument  of  the  no¬

Lord  Nirth,  The  honourable

ly  three  quarters;  and  if  the  next  quar¬ 
ter  produces  as  well,  they  will  yield 
78,000 1.  a-year,  whereas  they  were  given 
ill  only  for  66,00c  I.;  ^nd  I  have  parti¬ 
cular  leafons  for  believing  they  will  pro¬ 
duce  much  more  in  future.

give  them  a  preference,  in  every  thing, 
nor  can  we  fell  a  (ingle  article  while 
their  ffiips  arc  in  the  road,  their  cargoes 
being  nearly  the  fame  with  our  own,  and 
all  Engliffi  manufa^ory  and  property.  1 
am  convinced,  from  the  quantity  of  cop¬ 
per  and  iron  ordnance,  and  naval  ffores 
they  carry  out,  the  company’s  falcs  muft 
be  much  lower  than  they  have  been  for 
fume  lime  p.ift,  which  I  hope  will  not 
efca|>c  the  obfervation  of  the  court  of  di- 
rceiots.'*

the  Sandwich,  Norfolk,  and  Cambden 
Eall-lndiamcn  ;  the  firll  loft  her  maiii- 
maft  and  all  her  top-mafts;  the  fecond 
her  top-maft  and  main- yard  ;  the  othcis 
an  anchor  cacli ;  and  the  Granby  no¬ 
thing.  The  gale  continued  fifty  hours, 
and,  hid  it  laltcd  two  more,  all  the  ftiipt 
and  crews  muft  have  been  loft. 

Letters  from  Madrid  inform  us,  that 
they  have  received  advice  that  the  em- 
pevor  of  Morocco  had  fent  a  letter  to  the 
governor  of  Gibraltar  to  inform  him, 
that  if  he  continues  to  allow  a  retreat  to 
that  fortrefs  to  the  Dutch  iliips,  he  will 
iff'ue  orders  to  forbid  the  entry  of  Eng- 
liih  ihips  into  his  ports,, and  to  forbid 
the  exportation  of  provifiuns  to  Gibral¬ 
tar.

AIfu,  that  the  reUIs  arc  fo 
thinned  by  ficknefs  and  defertion,  that 
they  have  been  obliged  to  abandon  all 
their  advanced  ports;  fo  that,  fume  day* 
before  Ihccxprcfs  came  away,  a  fingle 
provincial  was  not  to  be  fecn  in  arms  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  New-York. 

Wc  hear  Sir  William  Howe  has  rc- 
queftcj!  his  majefty,  for  very  effential 
rcafons,  to  allow  him  to  exchange  gen. 
Lee  for  fume  Uritiili  officers;  but  that 
fuch  a  mcal'urc  has  -been  (troi^ly  uppo- 
fed*by  fomc  perfons  in  high  ofnee* 
Wcdiiefdty  fomc  advices  Were  recei¬ 
ved  from  New-York  from  gcp.  Howe^ 
which  were  brought  over  ip  a  ffiip  that 
is  arrived  at  Liverpool,  whicli  arc  dated 
the  a4th  of  April,  and  inform  us,  that 
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the  firft  day  of  May  was  the  time  fixed 
9n  for  gen.  Howe  to  proceed  lo  adion. 

Yefterday  fonsc  frefh  dilpatches  were 
received  at  lord  George  Germaine’s  of¬ 
fice  from  Rhode  Ifland,  whicli  arc  of  fo 
late  a  date  as  the  30th  of  April,  by 
which  wc  have  an  account,  that  three  of 
his  majefty’s  frigates  had  been  out  on  a. 
cinize,  and  had  taken  ten  American 
vcll'cls,  chiefly  Jjaded  with  flour,  rice, 
and  tobacco;  and  had  likewife  re  taken 
three  large  flu  pa  that  had  been  taken, 
and  were  going  for  Salem  ;  all  of  which 
they  carried  fak  into  Halifax. 

The  intelligence  from  Rhotlc  Ifland  is 
greatly  in  favour  of  government.  By  a 
gentleman  juft  arrived  trom  America,  wc 
learn,  that  the  people  are  at  variance  a- 
mong  themfclve«,  have  frequent  meet¬ 
ings,  and  that  the  majority  arc  deter¬ 
mined  to  fuhmlt  to  gen,  Howe,  and  get 
the  bed  terms  they  can. 

When  the  lift  difpatchcs  came  away 
from  Rhode  ffland,  gen.  Arnold,  with  a 
large  army,  was  preparing  to  attack 
lord  Percy,  and  a  general  adion  was  ex- 
peded  lo  fuccecd  in  the  courfc  of  a  few 
days.

We  can  from  the  heft  authority,  con- 
tradid  the  report  of  gen.  Howe  having 
taken  away  the  broad  fwords  from  the 
Highlanders  ferving  in  America.  It  is 
well  known  that  the  broad  fword  is  the 
f^atural  weapon  of  thofe  people. — The 
Highlanders  form  one  whole  brigade  of 
Sir  William  Huwa’s.army,  and  he  would 


not  only,  by  fuch  a  meafiirc,  rifle  the 
lofs  of  their  fcrvice,  but  even  run  the 
danger  of  a  mutiny  of  fo  confidcrable  a 
body. 

From  Corke  we  are  informed,  that  a 
letter,  dated  New- York,  April  3.  men¬ 
tions,  the  a8lh  regiment  having  f^alienin 
with  a  body  of  \he  rebels  on  a  foraging 
party,  with  whom  they  had  a  fevcrc 
ikirmiOi,  and  loft  A7  men*.  The  regi¬ 
ment  was  greatly  harraffed  on  this  party^ 
being  without  bread  or  drink  for  four¬ 
teen  hours.  At  the  adlion  near  Briinx 
river  in  Oiitobcr  laft,  this  fine  regiment 
had  76  men  killed  and  wounded. 

A  letter  from  on  board  one  of  the 
tranfports  at  New-York,  dated  April  5. 
fays,  ‘‘  I  hope  pe.'<ce  will  be  reftored  to 
America  this  fummer.  Whatever  be 
the  accounts  you  receive  in  Britain, 
know  for  truth,  that  the  rebels  arc  lay¬ 
ing  down  their  arms  in  great  numbers: 
within  this  fortnight  p.ift  no  Icfs  than 
30C0  have  come  into  New-York,  and 
received  the  full  value  of  their  arms, and 
took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  his  Britan¬ 
nic  majefty. '  Gen.  I  ce  we  have  here 
piifoner ;  gen.  Wafliinglon  is  faid  to  be 
delirious  ;  Hancock  has  fled  the  country. 
No  perfon  will  take  the  paper-money  of 
tin  congrefs.  Jn  a  word,  their  credit  is 
broke, — they  arc  on  the  brink  ot  ruin. 

A  fleet  came  out  of  Delaware  river  fonic 
w  eeks  ago,  loaded  with  tobacco,  bound 
for  Fiance,  their  number  14  large  vef- 
fels.  Three  frigates  were  fent  in  feafch 
of  them,  and  brought  12  out  of  the  14 
here.’’ 

Several  members  of  the  continental 
congrefs  have  acknowledged  that  they

neuliality  was  all  they  could  pr<Kure, 
through  the  means  rtf  their  emiflarie*.— 
They  confefs  they  were  miflcd  In  the  be¬ 
ginning,  and  unfortunately  went  /eewG 
but  add,  it  is  now  too  Ufc  to  lookhK*, 
or  think  of  rctuM  ninp ,  for  they  have  00 
alternative  left,  but  to  render  themfrW 
independent  of  Great  Britain,  or  fubowv 
to  an  intire  and  complete conqueft. 

It  is  beyond  a  doubt  that  had  ’ 
mericans  been  left  intirely  to  themjej^ 
and  received  no  fuccours,  they  nauftWr* 


f.illfn  before  this  time.  The  miniftry 
are  not  unacquainted  with  the  means  byr 
which  their  fiiccours  were  obtained,  and 
(Voni  whom  ;  the  pertinent  excufes  of  the 
courts  of  Verhiilles,  and  Madrid,  and 
t!ie  Dutch,  arc  therefore  infults  hardly  to 
he  borne  with. 

Otfers  of  a  verv  tempting;  nature  have, 
we  hear,  })cen  ottered  by  Walhington  to 
Aich  men  as  lb  all  engage  to  ferve  in  the 
r.cw  levies. — Bcfides  pecuniary  and  ho¬ 
norary  rewards,  at  the  conclution  of  the 
war,  he  has  promifed  cultivated  lands  to 
them  and  their  heirs,  in  proportion  to 
their  rank  and  ftation  in  the  army.  The 
lands  thus  promifed  arc  thole  which 
belong  to  fuch  Americans  as  can  be 
proved  to  have  lerved  in  the  royal  army. 

A  report  is  very  prevalent,  that  the 
American  naval  commander,  Hopkins, 
had  throwm  up  his  commilTion  in  the  re¬ 
bel  fervice,  and  claimed  the  prolcdtion  of 
his  majefty’s  commiflioners. 

A  private  letter  recciVed  from  Phila¬ 
delphia  gives  an  account,  that  a  prtWin- 
cial  captain,  named  Martin,  who  had 
equipped  himfelf  with  a  new  fuit  of  regi¬ 
mentals,  which  were  fent  from  England 
for  an  officer  in  the  army  at  New-York, 
in  a  vcfl'el  that  wa«  taken  -by  an  Ameq- 
can  privateer,  had,  near  Morris-town, 
been  Ihot  by  a  fcouting  party  of  the  re¬ 
bels,  who  midook  him  for  an  Englilh 
officer. 

By  a  letter  from  Jamaica,  an  account 
is  received  that  two  veflTcU  belonging  to 
tiiat  iriand,  which  had  been  taken  by  the 
Spaniar^,  were  arrived  at  Port  Royal, 
having  been  relcafed  by  orders  from  the
